Sir: 



In an Office Action dated 24 August 2005 having a 30 day statutory period of response 
expiring 23 September 2005, the Examiner has asked the applicants to elect one of the following 
species: 

Species I: Claims 1-20 and 44-5 1 are directed to the details of a first type of a control system 
(switching by a controller among a plurality of power consumption states in response to the 
output of an eye detector processing means) 

Species H; Claims 21*28 and 52-55 are directed to the details of a second type of a control 
system (detecting specifics to eyes by the two different angles of illumination) 

Species HI: Claims 29-43 are directed to the details of a third type of a control system 
(detecting the presence of an eye by a differential image on the basis of two frames of image 
transformation) 

Applicants elect Species 1 . The pending claims are presented herein. 
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
